King Hussein was accom- 
panied by bis Prime Minister 
Mudar Badran, and Sharif 
Abdul Hamid Shaiaf, chief of 
the royal cabmen 

King Khaied gave a luncheon 
banquet in honor of the Jor- 
danian monarch and his dele- 
gation. 


Earlier in the day, the Joi- 
danian Royal Palace said King 
Hussein's talks with King Kha- 
ied would cover the Middle 
East, developments in Iran and 
the resolutions of the Baghdad 
summit. 

A statement said King Hus- 
sein will also discuss Saudi fin- 
ancial aid to Jordan. The state- 
ment revealed that Jordan has 
already received S60 million as 
part of the financial aid ear- 
marked for it by the Baghdad 
summit.

Iran army chief 
pledges support

TEHRAN. Jan. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Iran's military chief 
warned Monday the nation 
was hi grave danger and called 
on his men to “overcame 
their sentiments” and defend 
the Ralrffiflr government. 

The unprecedented radio 
appeal by Gen. Abbas Ghara- 
ghi, chief of staff of the 
imperial aimed forces, came 
as troops backed by armor 
broke up clashes between 
pto-and anti - Sh ah gan g* in 
Rez&yieh. 

State radio said the dashes 
left five dead and 25 injured, 
and that the city, located near 
the Turkish frontier, “looked 
like a war tom cHy/* 

Witnesses reported gunfire 
in the streets at dusk* 
Gharabaghi issued his ap- 
peal after telling reporters in 
Tehran that the 430,000-man 
armed forces stood firmly be- 
hind Prime Minister Shah-pour 
Bakhriar in the face of bis 
challenge by religious leader 
AyatoBah Khomeini Kho- 
meini plain to r e tu rn to Iran 
on Hiday and has vowed to 
replace the constitutional mo- 
narchy with an Mamie repub- 
lic.

Syria doubles defense budget 


DAMASCUS r Jan. 22 (Ag- 
encies) — Syria wiH almost 
double its defense spending to 
eight billion Syrian pounds 
(about $2 bi&on) under its 
new budget presented to the 
people's assembly (parliament) 
Sunday night. 

The budget, announced by 
Prime Minister Muhammad 
Ah HaJabi, amounts to 22,591 
million Syrian pounds (about 
55,647 million), an increase of 
111 imJhon Syrian pounds 
(52S scuUion) over kst year’s 
budget 

HaJabi said the defease al- 
locations were desired to de- 
velop Syria’s defease potential 
and the training and equipment 
of its armed forces, and to 
consolidate the country's pan- 
Arab sole. 

“Conditions surrounding us 
and the region require a po- 
werful community chat Is able 
to resist and stand Cast," Ha- 
iafai said.

#e should have the ability to 
confront Zionist, plans and re- 
sist Mhiaidar, anti-unionist 
trends,” he added. 

Syria’s defense allocations 
last year amounted to $ 1,122 

million. 

The record budget announ- 
cement coindded with efforts 
by Syria and Iraq to merge 
in a single state. . 

Rulers of both countries 
said die projected union was 
designed to “restore the stra- 
tegic balance of power in the 
Middle East after Egypt’s exit 
from Arab racks." 

According to the latest esti- 
mates of the London-based 
International Institute for Stra- 
tegic Studies, Syria has a stea- 
ding ‘ army of 227,900 men 
Iraq has a 212,000-tnan army. ‘ 

Together the two countries 
can field an armored force of 
4300 tanks and an air force 
of 731 combat planes. These 
include a Syrian squadron of 
MiG-27 fighters, the most so- 
phisticated warplane in the So- 


viet arsenal accunnng to the 
mstiuiute. 

Hajati said the government 
would spend 11,031,957,000 
Syrian pounds (about $2-75 
bilion) on investment and 600 
million Syrian pounds (SI 50 
million) on stabilizing the pri- 
ces of staple foods. 


Fateh official killed 
in booby-trap blast 


BEIRUT, Jan. 22 (Agencies) 
— A Palestinian commando 
leader listed by the Israelis as 
the mastermind of the 1972 
Munich attack was killed 
Monday night, along with four 
of his aides, when a radio- 
comroHed bomb exploded in 
west Beirut. 

The Fateh commando 
organization said in a state- 
ment that Ali Hassan Sala- 
meh (Abu Hassan) died when 
Che bomb exploded as he and 
bis aides were driving by. 

Abu Hassan was in charge 
of personal securely for Fa- 
teh leader Yasser Arafat, who 
is also chairman of (be Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
(PLO). 

The Israelis blamed Abu 
Hassan for the Olympic Ga- 
mes attack at Munich in Sep- 
tember, 1972, in which J1 
members of the Israeli team 
were killed- 

First reports on the Beirut 
blast said a number of peo- 
ple wore bust when the re- 
mote-controlled bomb went 
off. 

The Fateh statement did not 
say who was responsible for 
-the explosion. But Palestinian 
officials, privately blamed the 
Israelis. 

Fateh vowed that the death 
of Abu Hassan would not go 
unavenged. 

The last previous attempt 
on the life of a commando 
leader occurred last November 
when Fateh Central Commii-

In case of failure to meet

Those quotas limit im 
migration from most countries 
in the world to about 20,000 
people annually.

favored-nation*’ status unless 
the president asks for a waiver 
stipulating that it allows free 
emigration. 

The special status means that 
a country enjoys the lowest 
tariff rates when it trades with 
the United States. The Jack- 
son-Vanik amendment has ef-

Union. China and a number of 
other communist states from 
realizing its benefits. 

In the past year, both Rus- 
sia and China apparently have 
relaxed their restrictions on 
emigration. One of the law's 
sponsors.

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South Vietnamese officers 
said Huey Fong refugees 
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HONG KONG, Jan. 22 
(Agencies) — The former sur- 
geon-general of the South Viet- 
namese Army and several high- 
ranking officers are among the 
3383 refugees from the freigh- 
ter Huey Fong who are being 
allowed to enter Hong Kong 
after a month-long ordeal at 
sea, a United Nations official 
said Monday. 

In the first two days the 
2390-ton Taiwanese freighter 
was in the harbor, 1/118 re- 
fugees were taken off and an 
official said be expected the 
rest would be put ashore by 
Tuesday “unless there's a ser-

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1 Exiled Dalai Lama witting 
to view Tibet with Teng 


TOKYO, Jan. 22 (AP) — Dalai Lama, exiUed former 
leader of Tibet, said Monday he would be glad to meet Chinese 
Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao-ping to discuss Tibet, brought under 
Chinese control nearly 30 years ago, Japan’s Kyodo news ser- 
vice reported. 

In a dispatch from New Delhi, Kyodo said the Dalai 
Lama declared in an interview he felt that Teng “is a little 
more liberal, a little more sincere and a little better than the 
rest” 

Kyodo also quoted him as saying conditions in Tibet 
were “not at all good," and Teng should visit Tibet to find 
out the Tibetans’ true feelings. He was afraid lower-level 
Chinese officials in Tibet are misleading Peking 

He told Kyodo a Tibetan who fled China last November 
reported to him .that when Nepal's King Birendra visited Tibet 
capital of Lhasa “the majority of the patriotic Tibetans were 
driven out of the place. Only a selected few were kept and 
they were asked to behave.” 

He added, “The Chinese gave mony to the Tibetans and 
asked them to buy goods from a shop to show the foreign 
visitors that they are happy. But as soon as the foiwgr 
visitors left, the Chinese snatched away the goods.”

great speed, and it was over 
very quickly.” 

The official said the other 
dash took place near die bor- 
der town of Mutukuia, dose to 
the shores of Lake Victoria. The ' 
Ugandans attacked a large con- 
voy of Tanzanian military 
vehicles with ground forces 
backed by MiG fighters. r . 

“The convoy was broken up 
and heavily damaged. Mutu- 
kula is littered with the wrec- 
kage of Tanzanian vehicles," 
he said. “The Ugandan arm- 
ed forces are in control of the 
situation along .die whole length 
of the ■border.” 

The latest reports of border 
incidents came as Uganda 
marked the eighth anniversary 
of the military coup which 
brought President Amin to 
power in 1971. 

A rally is part of *he cele- 
brations and Uganda Radio, 
monitored here, said Amin 
planned to join participants for 
the final leg Tuesday. The main 
celebrations are due on Thurs- 


day. anniversary of the coup. 

Ugandan sources here said 
tight security precautions had 
been introduced throughout the 
country after an appeal last 
week by former President Mil- 
ton Obote for an armed up- 
rising against Amin. 


DUBLIN, Jan, 22 CAP) — 
Britain will resist demands to

Northern Ireland despite a 
new bombing offensive on 
the British mainland. Northern 
Ireland Secretary Roy Mason 
said in an interview broadcast 
hoe Sunday. 

He told Irish stale radio 
that recent bombings by the 
IRA constituted a “propagan- 
da campaign” to try to make 
his government yield to the 
demand. Rut the ISA was 
“making a big mistake,” he 
said. 

The convicted terrorists are 
held in the Maze Prison south 
of Belfast. They say they are 
political prisoners and are re- 
fusing to wear prison u nifonm 
or dean their ceBs. Instead 
they wear only blankets and 
officials say their ccfis are 
c overed in the men's excreta. 


Britain has refused to grant 
them special category, or po- 
litical prisoner, status under 
which they would wear their 
own clothes and do no prison 
work. The authorities insist 
they are common criminals 
jailed for offences ranging 
from murder to illegal posse a - 
son of firearms. 

Mason said if they achiev- 
ed political prisoner status 
“they would then want am- 
nesty and I must say that is 
not on cither."

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ANYBODY’S GUESS 

The situation in Iran is coming to a head. Unless good 
sense prevails there is a real possibility of a Lebanese-style 
civil war. The turmoil reached a climax with the announce- 
ment of Ayatollah Khomeini that he intends to return to Iran 
by Friday. Former friends in the opposition are already criti- 
„ca] of his intransigent policies and he is bitterly opposed by 
supporters of the Shah. In the current jigsaw puzzle of Iran- 
ian politics, four power groups are more visible. 

First, there is the army. Its commander Gen. Abbas 
Gharbaghi has voiced full support for Prim* Minister Dr. 
Shahpour Bakhtiar and constitutional legitimacy. There have 
been rumors about an imminent coup d'etat but a rebellion by 
air force men in two bases has weakened the position of the 
army hawks and though the possibility of a coup must not 
be ruled out, its success must be far less now. So far, the army 
has been well-disciplined and restrained but the mounting 
pressures may be too much and the air force strike is an indi- 
cator. 

Second, there is the moderate opposition led by Dr. Bakhtiar. 
The prime minister enjoys the support of the army but apart 
from that little else. He is respected in the big Bakhtiar tribe 
and has a small group of personal admirers but his moderate 
policies, especially his decision, to accept the premiership from 
the Shah, have alienated many former friends in the opposition 
and the National Front has expelled him. The prime minister 
has warned the extremists in opposition that their only choice 
is his government or military rule. This is not an empty (hreat 
but somehow the Khomeini camp is not impressed 

The Khomeini group is the third and perhaps the largest 
single group in the country. While it is no match for the 
army or the combined forces of the other groups, it neverthe- 
less remains a power ig be reckoned with in the country today. 
The position of Khomeini has been strengthened by the re 
signations from the regency council, especially that of its pre- 
sident, lalal Tehrani, who resigned in Paris thus giving the im- 
pression that he recognized Khomeini rather than the Tehran 
government. The regency council iiself includes only one im- 
portant member, Gen. Shavkat, a hawkish soldier regarded 
by many people in the opposition as the “American connec- 
tion.” But the resignations must go down as another point 
scored by Khomeini. The man is criticized for having surround- 
ed himself with radicals. This week in Tehran, Communists 
marched in the streets to support him while a Marxist group 
distributed leaflets warning him against one-man rule His sup- 
porters claim that as a religious leader he remains faithful to 
the end of his concept of an Islamic republic and that leftists 
in his camp will not influence him in any significant way. 

The fourth group represents what remains erf the Shah’s 
popular support. This group may he larger than thought but 
it has been put on the defensive in recent weeks and its lea- 
ders are keeping a low profile. Their best chance remains for 
an open quarrel among the opposition groups so that they 
may join the more moderate elements to deFeat the extremists. 

But for the time being, the situation in Tehran is both 
fluid and highly explosive and the final result is anybody’s 
guess.

Britain’s labor malaise

CASTLE COMBE, England— 
Britain is settling down to 
its worst winter weather in 15 
years with the equanimity cha- 
racteristic of the British tempe- 
rament. But, along with the 
thermometer, the government’s 
power to control the trade 
unions has plummeted to near 
zero, which means that the 
chill in the air is not strictly 
climatic.

CAIRO— 
President Anwar Sadat’s vi- 
sit to Khartoum produced 
some new moves towards poli- 
tical and economic integration 
between Egypt and Sudan. 

Sadat addressed a joint ses- 
sion of the Egyptian and Su- 
danese pariaamente and discus- 
sed with Sudanese President 
Jaafar Numeiri their com- 
mon aspiration to unite their 
two countries into the largest 
and potentially most power- 
ful state of the Afro- Arab 
woild. 

Although Egypt has been in. 
volved in previous attempts at 
forging unity with its neigh- 
bors, notably Syria and Libya, 
toe present wooing of Sudan 
appears to be based on soun- 
der principles. For one thing, 
the two countries were linked 
In toe Anglo-Egyptian con 
dominium over Sudan that last- 
ed until 1956. In that year the 
Sudanese parliament voted nar- 
rowly against continued poli- 
tical association with Egypt. 

If present attempts at unity 
seem more likely to succeed, it 
is because leaders in both 
countries have wisely played 
down future political tints 
and concentrated instead on 
schemes for economic integra- 
tion. Sudan has a vast, untap- 
ped apicufetural hinterland, 
which might easily be settled 
by some of Egypt’s teeming 
millions. Furthermore, the 
technical skills of Egyptian

The discovery, reportedly 
described in one of Philo’s 
unpublished manuscripts, has 
not yet been confirmed by 
archeologists, 

Saudi Arabia is still virgin 
territory for archeological ex* 
peditions, and professional 
surveys have so far been can” 
fined to areas where known 
civilizations existed in ancient 
times. Tbe Rub al -Khali is 
not one of these areas. 

Even if Philby did once 
stumble upon the remains of a 
long-dead city, archeologists 
today would have great diffi- 
culty locating it. The muds 
and shifting dunes of the 
great sand seas could have 


long since buried any traces 
of such ruins. 

According to the conventio- 
nal wisdom — no doubt shar- 
ed by the bardy bedouin trib- 
esmen who periodically cross 
the Rub al-Khali — no peo- 
ple would dare attempt to 
settle permanently in this 
forbidding desert. The searing 
heat, sandstorms and lack of 
water make even a one-time 
crossing of the region a peri- 
lous enterprise. 

But what if the Empty 
Quarter was once inhabitable? 
What if — only a scant 5,000 
years ago, when the ancient 
Egyptians and Sumerians were 
building tbeir civilizations — 
the Rub al-Khali had lakes 
and vegetation, and was swept 
frequently by life-giving rains? 

Then, certainly man could 
have settled there, building 
villages, towns and perhaps 
even cities. 

This rather startling hy- 
pothesis has been lent a degree 
of plausibility by the scientific 
findings reported in a new 
book, “The Environmental 
History of the Near and 
Middle East Since the Last 
Ice Age,' edited by WHfiam 


Brice of the University of 
Manchester’s School of Geo- 
graphy. 

Brice's book is a collection 
of scholarly articles by scien- 
tists from eight different 
countries and various discip- 
lines. “The Environmental 
History” is tbe first, serious 
attempt to present a broad 
yet detailed picture of environ- 
mental changes in the Middle 
East since the climax of the 
last ice Age 20,000 years ago. 

These geologic and ctima- 
tic changes coincided with 
"crucial early experiments" in 
man's history — develop- 
ments in agriculture, irriga- 
tion, anim a l husbandry, ar- 
chitecture, metallurgy, com- 
merce and the budding of 
dries. Brice’s book thus aims 
to “provide archeologists* 
historians and Orientalists 
with a sound foundation on 
which to base speculations and 
observations about the adap- 
tation of population to their 
natural surroundings." 

Aft evidence presented, in 
the articles is drawn from the 
natural sciences. The result is 
a reliable — if necessarily in- 
complete — picture of envi-

A cholera rain from the sky?

LONDON — The mystery 
surrounding the sudden appea- 
rance of cholera in certain un- 
likely parts of the world, often 
weH away from the ports and 
■large centers of population 
which are the disease usually 
entry points, may have an 
equally bizarre solution. Air- 
craft could be spreading the 
killer through infected water 
being discharged from wash- 
basins in mid-flight. 

This finding is the result of 
two years of research, which 
included the complicated pro- 
cesses of cross-referencing air- 
craft flight-paths with the loca- 
tion of sporadic outbreaks of 
one of the world's most dead- 
ly diseases, by Dr. Charles 
Ron dl e of the London School 
of Hygiene and Tropical Medi- 
cine. 

Cholera, an infection of the 
intestines which leads to dia- 
horrea and rapid water loss, 
is often spread through human 
fluids or infected water sup- 
plies. Thousands suffer from 
cholera every year, particular- 
ly in India, North Africa and 
Arabia. 

But the disease has recently 
been appearing in unexpected 
places like Oman. Abu Dhabi, 
Duhai. Czechoslovakia and 
France in the rural areas of the 
Dordogne where infected peo- 
ple were found never to have 
been out of their villages, and 
had no contaci with travellers 
from any sea port such as 
Marseilles, where sailors might 
have come from chdera-coun- 


ing again as i* feU to earth. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO), which publishes 
a daily report of cholera out- 
breaks, has been informed of

Dr. RoncHe’s findings. The 
possibility is chat people in the 
early stages of the disease, or 
persons who are carriers, might 
be going to the lavatory, wash- 
ing their bands and the subse- 
quent wash-basin water is then 
dfedtarged from the aircraft, 
forming into ice crystals which 
then melt before reaching the 
ground. 

Cholera might be only one 
of a number of diseases spread 
in this way. 

RoncHe, in a television inter- 
view, said that typhoid, dysen- 
try, and most of che enteric 
diseases could be transmitted 
in this bizarre way — in fact 
any disease where the sufferer 
or carrier excretes large 
a m o unto of organisms, which 
survive freezing and thawing. 

Although much more re- 
search is now needed — and 
is likely to be stopped by lack 
of funds — the immediate pre- 
ventative measures may lay in 
the use of medicated soaps, 
and. the strengthening of dis- 
infectants which are being 
used at the moment in air- 
craft water supp&es. 

RoncHe said: “Once I found 
that water was being dischar- 
ged — and I had a tremen- 
dous amount of help from the 
airlines and everybody I talk- 
ed to — I concentrated on 
outbreaks of cholera because 
it is so easily traced as it is 
reported every day by WHO. 
It is an organism which is 
easily fciHed, and 1 wanted to 
establish whether if it could 
indeed survive the conditions 
met when it is thrown out of 
in airplane. 

“My findings surprised me — 

1 did not before ttiink it was 
reasonably possible — but I 
am now quite convinced that 
disease can be spread in this 
way. 

“It took over six months to 
go right through all the WHO 
reports, and pfot them on a 
map. Then we put airline fli- 
ghts on top of it.” 

“I now hope the airlines will

One section of the book 
deals with “Mesopotamia and 
the Gulf.’ As the articles in 


this section indicate, the Ara- 
bian Peninsula was once con- 


siderably cooler and more 
humid than we know it today. 

The peninsula passed throu- 
gh a pluvial — or rainy - 
period at about the same time 
as the last glacial period of 
Europe, roughly between 

10.000 and 15,000 years ago. 

Tbe centuries of rainy wea- 
ther and cool temperatures 
came to an end in about 

8.000 B.C. From then until 
the present, the peninsula 
grew progressively more arid; 
rainfhll decreased, and the 
son and wind combined to 
erode mountains and hMs, 
creating the immense desert 
known today as the Empty 
Quarter. 

But the process of erosion 
and dedication was apparent- 
ly interrupted twice by sub- 
pluvial, rainy periods: ' once 
around 6,000 EkC. and again 


about 3,000 B.C. 

During both of these cen- 
turies-long intervals, the pe- 
ninsula including die 

Empty Quarter — was swept 
by monsoon rains, and doubt 
less regained some degree of 
fertility. 

Strange as H may seem to- 
day, there were then one or 
more lakes in the Empty Quar- 
ter. One such body of water 
— Lake Mundafan in the 
western Rub al-Khali — was 
built up between 7,000 and 

4,000 B.G. according to geo- 
logists. 

No one knows how many 
centuries passed before that 
lake and perhaps others dried 
up. It is certainly conceivable 
that men could have settled 
along the shores of such 
water-bodies, and perhaps 
bulk up a modest “civiliza- 
tion’* in the Empty Quarter. 

As the recent discovery of 
the lost civilization of BWa 
In Syria indicates, archeokr 
gists could yet stumble upon 
the traces of Middle Eastern 
peoples forgotten in the mists 
of time — perhaps even in 



the Rub al-KhalL 

Skeptics who doubt that 
changes in dimate and land- 
scape could take {dace so 
quickly in the Empty Quar- 
ter need only visit the Eastern 
Province. 

The entire coastal area of 
Eastern Saudi Arabia — in- 
cluding J abaft, Dhahran and 
Abqaiq — was underwater a 
mere 5,000 years ago. when 
the civilizations of Egypt and 
Mesopotamia were beginning 
to flourish* 


The old water-fine is stiH 
there for all to see: where the 
once-submerged salt flats end 
and the foothills to the west 
begin. 

These n T >d other environ- 
mental changes are portrayed 
vividly — with sound scien- 
tific date. — in Brice’s “En- 
vironmental History.” 

‘While there is still a great 
deal of research to be done 
before scholars can paint a 
complete picture of the envi- 
ronment in the ancient Middle 


East, the broad oottizms arc 
already dear. 


From what can be seen n 
far, jt is at least possible dm 
the explorer Philby did in- 
deed stumble across the rem- 
nants of a long-forgotten po- 
pulation center in what is to- 
day one of tiie world's most 
inhospitable regions. 


If this is the case, then dra- 
matic discoveries lie ahead for 
the Kingdom's Department of 
Antiqnities.

TOKYO • — Two former 
prime ministers of Japan have 
been named in fresh allegations 
o€ bribery, even as the aircraft 
sale .payoffs trial of another 
former leader drees into it* 
third year. 

In fact, there is now suspicion 
that other major U.S. aircraft 
manufacturers may have en- 
gaged in shady practices to 
boo«t their sales in Japan. 

Kakuei Tanaka, prime minis- 
ter from 1972 to 1974, is al- 
ready on triaL charged with ac- 
cepting around SI. 6 million 
from Lockheed to promote 
Tristar passenger jet sales. 

And almost before it had set- 
tied into office, the month-old . 
government of Masayoshi Ohira 
faced a McDonnell-Douglas ad- 
mission it had bribed an (as yet 
unnamed) top government offi- 
cial 

This was quickly followed by 
the U-S Securities and Ex- 
change Commission fining 
Grumman for using bribes to 
promote sales of its E-2C early 
warning radar aircraft to Iran. 
Jn documents filed with the 
SEC, Grumman suggested the 
possibility of similar action in 
Japan some years ago. 

Tbe Japanese press, heavily

criticized by the public for ite 
cosy relationship wfth politi- 
cians that made it tardy in 
probing the Lockheed case five 
years ago. has strained every 
muscle this time to find scream- 
ing headline revelations. 

Those mentioned in the 
Grumman case include Nobu- 
usuke Kishi, the country’s 
hawkish leader at the time anti- 
American riots forced President 
Eisenhower to cancel a 1960 
Tokyo visit, his protege Takeo 
Fukuda (premier until beaten

Cheatham has 
certainly implied he felt these 
contacts were helpful in 
Grumman eventually clinching 
the order. 

Also mentioned are Harry 
Kern, one-time "Newsweek'’ 
foreign editor, and MIchio 
Kawabe, Prime Minister Kisbi's 


private secretary The two men 
formed a public relations com- 
pany in Tokyo with Grumman 
as one of Us clients, and it was 
Kern who introduced Cheatham 
to the Japanese political leaders 
— although he insists nothing 
but world a f tain in general 
were discussed at the various 
dinners. Kishi and Fukuda 
have also denied any wrong 
doing 

After deciding to develop a 
domestic early warning plane, 
the Tokyo government made a 
sudden switch in 1972 in favor 
of the Grumman aircraft. The 
Ohira government last week de- 


cided to go ahead with an or- 
der for four of the planes. 

Tokyo prosecutors are now 
negotiating with the SEC for 
release of their evidence about 
both McDonneli-Dougias and 
Grumman. 

Grumman says its consulta- 
tion agreement with Kern was 
cancelled some years ago be- 
cause “of suspicion he was 
making payments to Japanese 
officials." 

Grumman told the SEC that

GENEVA — The economic 
benefits of being an internatio- 
nal center hras been firmly un- 
derfilled by a study* just releas- 
ed here Which says that inter- 
national agencies and foreign 
missions spent 2.000 million 
Swiss francs (SI .2 billion) in 
expenses in 1977, and that 60 
per cent of it went straight into 
the coffers of the Canton of 
Geneva. 

Tbe study comes from the 
cantonal office of statistics. It 
finds that in 1977 the 23 
international organizations em- 
ployed 19,724 personnel and 
convoked more than 1 ,500 con- 
ferences which brought toge- 
ther nearly 62,000 delegates. 

Whatever kind of a bureau- 
cratic nightmare this may sug- 
gest, it clearly resulted in a 
windfall for the cSty of Geneva. 
As of April last year, 16 per 
cent of the officials in the U.N. 
and foreign missions were 

Swiss — considerably more 

than if Switzerland bad been a 
member of tbe U.N. and thus 
■subjected to personnel quotas 
Thirty -eight per cent of ati 
Staff employed by the non- 
governmental organizations 
(such as the Red Cross) were 
also Swiss. The total expenses 
of the organizations was the 
equivalent of 80 per cent of 
tbe total expenditure on the 
Canton of Geneva in 1976. 

Delegates who assembled for 
conferences spent a quarter of 
ail the nights spent in Geneva 
■hotels — one of the sectors 
of the Swiss economy which 
has been worse hit by the 
hardness of the Swiss franc. 

The report concludes that 
the expected withdrawal of 
international organizations be- 
cause of- the height of the Franc 
against the doflar has not ma- 
terialized. although it notes that 
more international staff are liv- 
ing m France than before.

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Triumph for Bradshaw 
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MIAMI, Jan. 22 (AP) — Terry Bradshaw fired four 
touchdown passes and shattered two Super Bowl passing re- 
cords Sunday, leading the Pittsburgh Steelers to their third 
National Football League championship in a 35-31 victory 
over the Dallas Cowboys. 

Bradshaw hit John Stallworth on touchdown pass plays of 
28 and 75 yards, found Rocky Bleier with a 7 .yard pitch and 
connected with Lynn Swann on an 18-yarder. Franco Harris 
added a 22-yard touchdown run as the Steelers came from, 
behind, then bad t Q fight off a late Dallas scoring spree for 
victory. 

Bradshaw, the NFL’s Most Valuable Player this season, 
passed for a career high 318 yards and smashed the Super 
Bowl record of 250 yards set 13 years ago in the find game 
of this series by Green Bay’s Bart Starr. 

The Steelers and Cowboys dazzled the near-capacity 
crowd of 78,000 with a pulsating first half that ended with 
Pittsburgh leading 21-14 and Bradsbaw already in the Super 
Bowl record book with 253 yards in the air. 

Then, after the defenses tightened in the third quarter, 
Pittsburgh broke open the game in the fourth with two touch- 
downs in 19 seconds. Harris tallied the first on a toird-aod- 
nioe play from the 22. When Dallas fumbled the ensuing 
kjekoff, Dennis Winston recovered the Pittsburgh and Brad- 
shaw struck on the first play from scrimmage, hitting Swann 
in the back of the end zone. 

* It was a brilliant personal accomplishment for Bradshaw, 
who survived years off booing and ridicule to emerge, as the 
.Most Valuable- Player of- the Steelers’ triumph. He had to 
battle a proud Dallas, defense but left the computerized Cow- 
boys folded spindled and mutilated under an endless barrage 
that -Spread his passes all over the field.

Depailler. also of France, drop 
ped from third place when he 
stopped to correct iwhat appear- 
ed to be a misfiring engine, 
but he said “engine didn't work 
ed DepaiUer on without making 
any repairs. Tbe mechanics said 
he lost no more than 10 seconds 
in toe pit. 

Reutemann gave himself cre- 
dit for bis patience in waiting 
to mov- into second place late 
in the race.
